Cai'h May, N. J., Nov. 20.— A fira 
was difiCDVered about lillOthis morning 
on tho third ilmr of tho tlotol lielievue, 
at Cape May I'oint. Assistance wai senr. 
from this city, but tho untiro structuro 
was completely burned. About ton cot- 
tages near by, four Btoriea and a lumber 
yard wore also destroyed. 

Cl.NTiNNATi, Nov. 20. — A fire broke 
out at 'J:;iO this morning and completely 
destroyed tho fourth, Gftii and si.xth 
stories of the clotliing houses of Marcus 
Fechheimer it Co. and Mack, Stradler & 
Go. The exact figures of the loss are nut 
known, but it is eatimated'at from 8150,- 
000 to igoOO.OOO. It ia stated that 8(300,- 
000 insurance was carried by the two 
houses. Four firemen were injured by 
being buried in tho debris inside tiie 
building.

The neoesaity of a national 
organization f or aupervision of the entire 
fiold, fur fraternizing, fionfogeniEiDg and 
eduoating the various local societies, for 
aecuring tho pasaaga of general laws by 
ci>ngre83 and u broad and unitiod influence 
of ail the societies was early seen. In 
,^ view of this necessity the Illinoia Humane 
aooiety took action in 1877, appointing a 
meeting in convention at Cleveland, and 
invitiD)< and urging the sending^ of dele- 
gate's from each society. Such montinrr 

was hi^ld October 9ih. 1877. T 

state and local Bonietioa were re- 
presented. The conditions and neces- 
sities of the work were stated . 
Annual meetings have been held with each 
recurring year at the nlaces in the order 
named: 1878, at B.iltimoro; 1879, Chi- 
cai^o; 1880, Philadelphia; 1881, Bestnn 
1882, Duflalo; 1883, WaahinKton; 1884 
Pittsburg.

SOUTH AFRICA. 



After a long period of gratifying quiet- 
neBBi South AfHoa' ia' again ^ the toene of 
uneasineas which may result in a aerious 

outbreak. It is simply tho trouble be- 
tween the Natil goverDment and the in- 
dependfiit Buera presented in a new form 
This time tlie Buera, who are never mod 
crate in their demands, have concluded 
that the welfare of their republic requires 
the annexation, of Zululand." The poor 
Zulus since their disastrous war with Eng- 
land have never enjoyed anything which 
could 00 called peaceful prosperity; and it 
is well understood by ttioae oonveroant 
with South African affairs that before 
rajny years the territory must become a 
province of some civilized nation. But 
of all people the Boers are leaal calculated 
to become humane rulers of this brave but 
untortuiiuto race. Of this they are pro- 
bably as well aware aa anyone else, and, 
as we would naturally think, cannot have 
svny great desire to govern these freedom- 
loving Malays. It seems, however, that 
their achemo to got control of Zululand 
does ne t contemplate the necessity of 
looking after many natives. The Zulus 
haid tho Boers, and would prefer death to 
living under tlieir sway. Consequently if 
the children of Holland annex their coun- 
try the great majority of them ' will be 
driven out of their own land into a region 
called thu reaerve, which borders on Na- 
tnl, and from there it will be easy for 
them to pour across the Natal frontier. 
In this proapect tho British colonista find 
no pleasure. When Zulus come in the 
natural course of immigration they are 
glad to receive them and provide them 
•.vith enipUiyment. But their descending 
upon the Colony in audi a multitude might 
tax ita re.Hfiurcea, and in the evunt of war 
in'ght endanger its existence. They are 
also decidedly against having the Boers 
for neighbors, and maintain that, consid- 
ering their chiirnctor, thoy are already 
quite near moii^h .

Hia nppeariinco CHiifit'd iipijliuiHi) 
which corjtiniicd until bolh wen- nuiilly 
Heated, Capt. Hiram Cook of thiK city was 
announced as reforeo, After the usual pre- 
liminary exhibitions by local pugilistic 
colobritiea, Frank Crockett was chosen 
referee for Burke and Jack Hallimau for 
Dempsey. As soon as time was (failed at 
11:08 p. m., both men promptly responded. 
No sooner did they come together than 
Dempsey let out; hia left reached Burko in 
the small ribs.

The 
B'ght of tho Horse Guards incensed the 
inob which fairly howled with rage. An 
(jliicer cldacd (he gates and tho mob pro- 
ceeded t') the East End with fuP force and 
two band.-) of music. When tho speakers 
l)i-i;i»n ihoro were present 5,000 socialists, 
25,000 uiiempldyed workmen and crimi- 
nals, and 25,000 apeotatora. The apeak- 
era inclu'ded Hyndman, Champion and 
Burns. At each five platforms resolutions 
were adopted calling upon the government 
to reliovu tho distress existing among 
workin^Miien. A deputation of tan pro- 
ceeded 1 1 Lord Salisbury's houae; thoy 
were locuived by t'lo servant who stated 
that L )rd Salisbury had gone to Hatfield 
hoiiae and bud left no orders. The depu- 
tation grumbled aad retired, leaving a 
copy (,f tho resolutions adopted by tho 
meetings in Trafalgar square. The crowd 
at tho meeting disporaed iu,an orderly 
manner, but the police afterward >fonnd a 
difficulty in clearing theaqoare.

WRECK. OF TUK BAB.VABO 
CASTLE. 

She Strikes on a Sunken Hock 
and is Beached— Probably 
11. Total LosM. 

The steam collier Barnard Castle, com- 
manded by Capt, Urqiihart, and owned 
by R. Dunsinuir & Sons, struck Ruaodalo 
rook, near Baoe Kecks, on Sunday morn- 
ing at 6:46 6'oloek, while on her wny to 
San Francisco with 2,300 tons of coal, and 
fiilini» rapidly waa beached at Bentick 
island. Oapt. Urquhart made tho follow, 
inu; atatement to a representative of Th^ 
CuhiM : 

'The Biruard Caatle left Departure 
bay at 8 o'oluck on Saturday evening and 
was abreast of Discovery island at 5 a.m. , 
being three miles from tho island, and 
steering southwest by south, | south mag- 
netic. I there gave charge of deck to the 
first oflioer, with instruotijns to keep on 
that course and to oiill me when steamer 
waa approaching Race Rocks light. At 
6:37 tho first offioer came down into tho 
saloon where I was lying on the settee 
and told me that the vessel was then 
abreast of Raoo tlocks in tho straits and 
asked what courso to steer. I told him to 
ateer tho usual course, which is west by 
south. He then left and I immeeiately 
fallowed to tho deck, but before I reached 
tho deck I felt the vessel 

OVBRA KOCK 

and knew that she had struck some out- 
lying rook off R&ee Rooks. I immediately 
ordered that all aluico-valves be closed and 
the well aouuded, and that boats bo atonco 
got ready. I put helm hard a port with 
the inlentioD of going to Eiiquimalt, and 
shortly afterwards tho engineer informed 
roe that the vessel was making some water, 
I ordered him ut once to set all pumpa 
going, and t > try and keep her afloat if 
possible until I'J^quimalt was reached. A 
fow minutes Uiter ho came again and told 
mo tho water was gaining vory fast and 
waa then up over the lower tires in tho 
boiler and that it would bo iinpussible to 
wurli oiigiuea lunger than from ten to fif- 
teen minutes. This loft no aitornative 
but to beach her at the nearest convenient 
place, to save life and property, which 1 
did, running her aground at

whore she now is. Wo stayed by tho ship 
until tho water forced us oil' the bridge, 
which was caused by the after hatohea 
bursting up from the force of water and 
air in the after hold. Tho water sprang 
at least fifty feet Itit j the air above deck. 
The vessel then asnic into six fathoms of 
water at the stern. She ia aubmerged 
at low water fj-om before amidships aft to 
stern. At tl'se tijne the hatch burst open the 
crew were engaged in saving porsonal 
effects and other articles of value in the 
cabin. Not being able to get forward the 
boats were taken and all got safely to 
shore. Tba Pilot then- :^mB .op the 
straits and oonVeyed all but ' the second 
offioer and eight men to Victoria." 

The Pilot returned to the steamship in 
tho afternoon, with Capt Clark, port 
warden, Capt. Owens, and Mr. Collister, 
who made a autvey of tho vessel, Capt. 
Urquhart tried to got a diver on Sunday, 
but be could not be found. 

On Monday morning the Pilot took tho 
captain and oflicera and Geo. Harman, 
diver, to the wrock. The latter made a 
submarine survey at the request of Capt, 
Urquhart, who represents all iiituresti, 
but he has not yet made a report, and the 
actual damage is not known. She is still 
lying easy iu tho mud in quiet watiir, 
with forward part partly out of water.

Fail Asslxcs. 

(Ueforo Mr. Jusllco Croaso.)] 

His Lordship took his seat at the bench 
at 11.30 a. m. After the usual formalities 
of declaring the court open, the following 
gentlemen took Iheir seats as grand 
jurors: VV. 0. Ward, foreman; H, Bul- 
len, Geo, Rudge, E. B. Carmiohaol, John 

A. Clendening, J . R. Mitchell. Ed. Wil- 
kinson, D. Dale, O.E. Ronouf, E. Stevens, 
0, E., W. A. Robertson, J. M. Wark, 
Jss. MuirhoAd and Win. Wilion. 

In addressing the grand jury, Mr. Jua- 
tteell,,Graue!^ aaldltbera 
cbnsiderabie~ impdtt«noe to'oo'me before 
them, though the criminal list waa not of 
that heavy character which prevailed last 
year, a mattor for congratulation, con- 
sidering tho fact that there had been a 
very largo increase in tho population of 
the city and district. In referring to tho 
duties of a grand jury, his lordship re 
marked that it was not their duty to try 
the case, but to find whether there was a 
prima facie case, and than to cend the 
case to a petit jury. It was bolter that a 
man charged with a oriuio should appear 
before a petit jury, and if innocent haves 
verdict to that ofTeot brought in by them, 
for, in tho case where no true bill was 
found by a grand jury, come suspicion 
might remain upon tho man. Uis lord- 
ship referred individually t) the caaoa on 
the calendar, making ubsuryationa upon 
the points of eaoh. He referred to the 
Metlat abtla ludian trouble which he said 
had put the government to a great and 
unnecessary expense. If the law was.QOt 
upheld they might be involved in 
more serious diflioulties. Tho main- 
tenanco of law and order had ao 
far been accomplished in the Metlakahtis 
matter by tho auihoiitiua. Ho felt sure 
that the Indians accused would be granted 
every facility, and while dealing justly 
with them they would also deal kindly. 

I come DOW to a still more Important 
matti r, which afTeota the lul ministration 
of juance to its very foundation. In the 
remarks I am about to make I speak 
solely for myself, and without either con- 
cert or communication with my brother 
judges. This ii the first opportunity of 
defence I have had. I refer to the 
charges brought by Mr, Justice iStrong 
and Mr. Justice Hoary, two judges of 
the suproino court of the boiniiiion, 
against all the five supreme judges of 
British Columbia. I «ay all.the five, for 
the attack on the chief justice applies tj 
every one of us, and I fur one repel it. 

Tho absolutj faith of tho pHoplo in the 
honesty and impartiality of tho supremo 
judges of the province, in doing justice 
according to the best of their ability, is 
the very life of the a^tiafaotory admiuis- 
tratioa of the law. The whole fabric has 
been rulely shaken by the action of the 
two learned judges at Ottawa. 

To those who know us thesa charges, 
however .gross, fall from us liko water 
from a duck's back ; but all the rest of 
the Dominion don't know even uur names, 
nor do our neighbors in the United Ststes, 
whose good opinion we have, for thirty 
years, enjoyed and valued. 

Those charges, sprung upoa ua in the 
now notorious Sproule case, if true, 
would be deatruotivo to oar reputations 
as judges, as well as to our good names as 
men and citizens (the only heritage which 

B, C. judges, necessarily poor,' o»n leave 
to their children) — throwing a Stain upon 
the grand and pdtit juries of the country. 
Whu could sit by and see such injustice 
without a word of remonttraiica or regret. 

If true, charges such as these ought to 
procure tho instant impaachmont not 
only of the chief justice — who might have 
siuued ignorantly — but of mysoif, Mr. 
Justice Oray and Mr. Justice Walkem, 
before whom the same points wore raised 
and enquired into and debated, and who 
unanimously supported the chief jublice 
and therefore, if true, siuned nith knowl- 
edge.-' The meanest criminal ia allowed to 
know and answer the charge against him, 
but we were condemned of crime behind 
our backs and not given a chance of being 
heard, I am driven to appeal to you, 
gentlemen, the grand jury of this dis- 
trict, among whom we havo lived since 
the oummeucoment of the colony, and in 
the bright light which aarroands those 
who sit * in high placea, for although 
months havo elapsed aince these two gen- 
tlemen made the atcnok Complained of, 
and it has been formally brougtit to their 
notice, not one word of public recanlatiou, 
apology or regret has ever reached us, and 
a judge who could sit down silently with 
such a public imputation hanging over 
him unohallenged, is not worthy either of 
honor or respect. A jud^jo ciiinot defend 
himself from unjust attnoks of this des- 
cription batter than by appealing tj such 
an honorable body as yourself, associated 
as you are by law with him in the dis- 
charge of a publio judicial function, 

I do not place it before jou on personal 
grounds; but because the respect for tho 
law has been thereby diminished, and 
never betoro in tho history of the province 
have we seen a siugle instanoe of lynoh 
law, and that almost under the very eyes 
of a judge as has, since this became pub- 
lic, taken place in a neighboring city, or 
a judge on the bench grossly insulted by 
a prisoner at the bar. 

The charge which ia brought against us 
is that finding after lha trial ami conviciion 
of Sproule, a faulty order uf change of 
venue bad been made by tbe chief justice 
un the part of the crown, which would 
havo vitiated the whole trial and sentence, 
tho chief juBtico, with ititont to iiioure lua 
execution, frmuod a now and diU'ireut 
urdor correcting the faulty point — in short 
equivalent to forgery — in order to onnimit 
what, under such circumstances, would bo 
nothing less thai, a jiidicml nnuilcr, and 
that when this, among other points, was 
brought up before all tho live judges, thoy 
wilfully condoned tliu alleged oll'enco, and 
were therefore still more (,'uilty. It is 
but justice to tho counsel of the prisoner 
to say ho has stated hero, in open court, 
that, finding his application at Ottawa for 
n commutation of tho death sonionco was 
refused, ho turiiod in desperation to a 
possible resource in haheai corpua, and 
confined his atlidavit un wtiioh to found it, 
to a bald statement of fact for fear of con- 
tradiction. ^Tbis would, ii^ ^\Q^ o( t.hB 
real oirpiimstsncB, ba' s disiiigenuous 
aQidavit, and might bo cunstrued 
to imply that two diQ'isront ordoca 
were made, whuroits, in truth anc^ fact, 
there was on(y one, ^nd that these par- 
ticulars, and the views of the judges on 
the Older, he orally explained iu open 
court before Mr. Justice Henry, yet 
words of my learned brother Walkem, 
yet that judge made the decision which 
tho full uouit at Ottawa set aside, It ia 
as though, after the full court had solemn- 
ly decided ono way on a writ of er^oxdnd 
ordered the executiou q( thfi convict, a 
sitjgle .iudgii o{ the same oourt, say my- 
selfi wnn happened to bo away and took a 
diHuront view from his brethren, 9l\Qul4 
on an mparle nppliniitioii iii cihambors, 
rever«|o tfio deoiaioti of thw athor four 
judges, and sot the prisoner free. It was 
fortunate that the attorney -general had 
tho courage to treat >t (as the court de- 
cided) as a nullity, and un abuse of the 
process of tho oourt; still more fortunate 
that our great and honored chief. Sir 
John Macdoni^ld irai) oa ^jht spot to ^oit 



himself thorouijhiy as to the incorreotnesc 
of the charge, itnd to meet at Ottawa the 

misrepresentations freely circulated to the 
prejudioo of the judges throughout the 
world. I say nothing of the unhappy 
man himself. He has suffered the dread 
penalty of the law, and has added one 
more, if.,I am rightly informed, to the 
oomolete liat .of thoae who in BriUahOol- 
umbla?have'^ck'nowledged thef j|itfde!^of 
their sentence, though his heart' failed 
him at the last moment to complete it in 
publio. Let us therefore

From Cariboo to Now Westminster, the 
grand juries, one after the other, have 
supported the judges in a firm and im- 
partial administration of tho law. I ask 
you, gentlemen, to add the weight of 
the high induonce of the grand jury of 
Victoria. 

Tho grand jury then retired.

On reasBombling at 1:30 p.m the grand 
jury returned true bills agaiust Henry 
Davies, criminal assault; Edward Hughes, 
stealing from person; John McGovern, 
larceny; Chan Sun Ling, stealing; Butcher 
Jim and Cliilo, Saanioh Indians, shooting 
cattle 

Tho firat case onllod was that against 
Henry Davios. Tho prisoner did not ap- 
pear, and the oourt ordered bail to bo 
estreated and a bench warriiut to issue 
for his apprehonsion. 

J. VerbrugKo, for embezzlement, waa 
lioxt called. Uefondant did not appear, 
and bail waa ordered to bii estreated. 

The Saanich Indian, Olio, who, along 
with his son. Butcher Jim, were com- 
mitted for trial for killicg cattle and steal- 
ing tho hides, was put in the dock. 
Butcher Jim ia dying of consumptior. in 
the jail and his trial wm oousuqiiently de- 
ferred until next aaai/.ua, 

A jury was euipiiiollud and tha aridence, 
which went to show that the old ludian 
Olio merely helped his son to pack the 
hides, was taken. The jury, after being 
out half an hour, roturnod with a verdict 
of not guilty. 

At four o'clock the grand jury 
brought in true bills against 
Wsi Quong, unlawful poasassion; Ah 
Qoon, unlawful possessioTi; Ah Ohing, 
unlawful possession; Ah Sing, perjury, 
and no bill against Mary Ann Howes. 

The case of .Tnhii McGovern charged 
with stealing blankets, the jury found a 
verdict of guilty without retiring. 

The case of Ohang Suey Ling, charged 
with assault, was tried and the prisoner 
found guilty. 

In the case of tho Qaoen v. Ah Slug, 
charged with psrjury, the jury returned 
a verdict of guilty. 

AiMcrlcan Citizens. 

The insult so glaringly offered to Amer- 
ican citizens in tho "What Some People 
Say" column of tho Times on Saturday 
last, has met with a deserved rebuke from 
an "American Citizen" iu last evening's 
issue of that shout."

Dr. McLean and the Medical 

Council. 

To THK Kditok: — In a late issue of y( ur 
paper, you state that when I came to 
British Columbia I brought with me uo 
diplomas or oertifloatea of being a gradu- 
ated practitioner and thist ''ttndetr'.the' oir- 
oumstanoea (he medical council did for 
me all in its power. Your words were to 
this effect. You thus endeavor to make 
it appear that the non-arrival of these 
necessary papers was the main reason or 
one of the reasons why the council found 
it impossible to grant my application. 
Your statement, although true .io point'of 
fact, conveys a false impression and. to 
bring it thus before the public, in con- 
nection with my dealings with the medi- 
cal council, is unjust and unfair. 

The facta are these: On leaving Nova 
Scotia, my diplomas, etc., wore packed 
amongst household articles, in boxes of 
freight whioh , I was led to understand 
should be duo here shortly after my own 
arrival. When I visited tho preaidont 
and secretary of the council, this freight 
had not come, but I expected it daily. I 
explained this, as I thought satisfactorily. 
I did not ask that the supplementary ex- 
amination should be given until these 
papers had come. Had I been aware of 
the delay which attends the sending of 
freight from the east, I should have been 
careful that thoy should have come with 
mo, and thus much inconvenience avoid- 
ed. That I really did possess a McGill 
university diploma, reference to any of 
the calendars issued by that inst tution 
would at once satisfy. Tho council found 
it impoBiiblo to gr:int rao an examination 
before the date of the next regular one, 
for reasons which satisfied mo, I endorse 
your statement that, in order to be in ao 
oordanca with their bylaws, and . "under 
the circumatanoes" they did for me what 
they could, I simply deny that 
these "circumstances" referred, as your 
paragraph would lead the public to sup- 
pose, in the slightest degree to the matter 
of diplomas. My application to the coun- 
cil waa to have a aupplementary examina- 
tion granted me/ upon the arrival of these 
papera and not Ml then, provided, in the 
event of that being long delayed, tha ev: 
dence of the McGill calendar and a state- 
ment on the part of more than one of our 
provincial men would not be deemed suf- 
ficient. 

The remainder of your remarks I need 
not notice except to say that I never in- 
tended nor wish to pose before the publio 
as an "ill-used individual." I regret that 
so many comments and items havu been 
published in connection with this matter. 
Misrepresentations have been made, un- 
intentionally no doubt, but none the less 
annoying. I appreciate the difficultias 
meeting our council in eranting tny appli- 
eation, and submit. In arranging matfors 
ao that my entering upon practice need 
not necessarily be delayed until the date 
of the next regular examination, they hare 
done what lay in their power. 

I have much pleasure in testifying to 
the gentlemanlinesB and kindly feeling 
shown me by tha individual members of 
the council with whom I have met. Your 
remarks in this last conaeotion I can 
heartily endorse. 

Trusting you will do me the kindness of 
iDsertiDg the . above .explanation, ete^ V 
your earlleat iaaue.
